9. As of 20 December 1953, the Border Police Bereitschaft in Frankfurt/Oder 
had a total strength of 423 officers and men. The headquarters numbered 56 
men instead of 46 as laid down in the table of organisation, while each of 
the staffs of the komendaturas in Frankfurt /Oder and Foret numbered 22 men. 
The individual Granskoinmndos averaged 12 men each, while their authorised 
strength was 16 men. On account of complaints, the HVDGP initiated an 
investigation against Major Buder, CO of the Border Police Bereitschaft 
and his political officer, Major Weiss. The investigation took place between 
12 and 21 December and feas carried out,, among others* by Senior Lieutenants 
Kaschlanka and Grant, Major Kuballa, and Captain Mosch.
